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Report of Road Commissioner 


The East Proctor Road was surface treated at a cost of 
$809.86, of which the State paid $539.91. Six hundred feet 
of coarse gravel base with fine gravel top widened, ditched 
and shaped were constructed on the Chittenden Road with 
the State 5% money, $340.24. 

Unselected Highway Fund of $854.76 was used as fol- 
lows: Coarse gravel base covered with fine gravel for 650 
feet on the Cold River Road at a cost of $458.77. 1600 feet 
on the West Proctor Road were widened and ditched then 
graveled. Coarse gravel base was used on 300 feet and the 
total cost was $395.99. 

Calcium chloride was spread from Mill Village Chapel 
to the foot of Sand Hill at a cost of $189.54 of which the 
State paid one-half. 

Special Resurfacing Fund of $360.00 from the State 
and $420.00 Town Funds were used on the Sand Hill. 2,350 
feet of road were widened, shaped and graveled. 

All accounts are paid to date, Feb. 1, 1933.

The school buildings in your town are in satisfactory 
condition with the exception of minor repairs and the usual 
need of new paint here and there. Such minor upkeep can 
probably be attended to as cheaply now as in the future. I 
would recommend that repairs be made as soon as needed in 
order that a costly accumulation of needs may not arise. 

The scholarship achievement of the intermediate and 
upper grades in your schools has been surveyed using the 
New Stanford Achievement Tests as the instrument of 
measurement. I have made a number of similar surveys of 
schools in past years. It should be stated at the outset that 
all your rural schools are in good condition as regards 
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scholarship when compared with the results in other towns 
on the first test. They will improve as the results of the 
tests are applied in the teaching and management of the 
schools. The main value of such a survey lies in the fact 
that each teacher now has available the information on 
which to base her remedial teaching including data which 
shows which subjects need more stress in her particular 
school. 

The Center Rutland grades seem to need this informa- 
tion especially. The fact that many pupils in those grades 
need more work in reading and English was to be expected. 
Much of the other school work being so independent upon 
ability to read naturally lowers the whole standard of work 
of those who have trouble in reading. The survey tests 
will be especially valuable to the Center Rutland teachers in 
improving the standards of pupil achievement. I would 
recommend that the tests be used also for placement of in- 
coming pupils in their proper grades. 

Parents of pupils will find the graph of each pupil’s 
achievement on file with the teacher at the school. The 
graphs are interesting and parents are urged to study their 
children’s achievement as thus determined. Every effort 
should be made to raise the achievement standard of the 
pupils. I have known of no case where a real and judicious 
effort was made to do this in which the median was not 
raised. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank you and the 
citizens of Rutland Town for your cooperation and interest 
in the welfare of your schools.
